Washington — A ticket composed 


of Calvin Coolidge for president and 
Herbert Hoover for vice-president is 
the latest of the suggestions of com- 
promise that has come out of the po- 
litical gossip preceding the 
Repub- 


lican national convention. 


The theory is that this would sat- 


• is>fy the supporters of both men, par- 


ticularly if Mr. Coolidge agreed if 
elected, to resign on Aug.' 3, 1931, 
which would be the end of his eighth 
year —the equivalent of two normal 
t. terms — thus disposing 'of the third 


term objection which has principally 
been that no man should serve 
be- 


yond the customary eight years. 


On Aug. 3,. 1931, so the suggestion 


runs, Mr. Hoover would automatical- 
ly succeed but there would be theoret- 
ically no serious change in the admin- 
istration's continuity because in ad- 
vance it would be recognized that'thc 
vice president would take 
up 
the 


reins of power. 


CAL FAVORS HOOVER 


It will be recalled that Mr. Coolidge 


in 1924 was anxious to-have Mr. Hoo- 
ver as his running mate but the lat- 
ter felt he could-do more if he remain- 
ed in the cabinet. There is nothing to 
in event a vice president from sitting 
with the cabinet. In fact Mr. Harding 
asked V-ce-President^Coolidpe-to. at-' 
tcii'i cabinet meetings -VegruarTy; Mr.' 
Dawes declined a similar invitation, 
keeping at the legislative end of the 
capitol, where he has presided over 
the senate and occasionally participat- 
ed in informal conferences on legisla- 
tion.

hospitals under treatment. 


The entire city was menaced but it 


was hoped that rain which set 
in 


would absorb the gas fumes. A need- 
ed number of gas masks for the use of 
those actively fighting the 
menace 


reached Hamburg from Berlin after 
an emergency call had been sent for 
them. A northeast wind also was car- 
rying the fumes from the city in the 
direction of the nearby town of TiV 
helmsburg. 


The gas escaped from a tank in the 


chemical factory of Dr. Hugo Stolz- 
enberg. Phosgene is no longer manu- 
factured there but quantities 
of it 


were stated to have been accumulated 
and stored for exportation to 
the 


United States. 


The first effects of the gas were felt 


near the harbor, driving residents of 
the district from their homes in panic. 
Troops were called out and guided 
men, women and children to other sec- 
tions of the city and the streets in 
the menaced district were closed. The 
emigration sheds of the

American line were pressed into ser- 
vice to shelter the homeless while the 
police requistioned all available. milk

"Tho limnologists cannot duplicate 


all of tho conditions of a lake in an 
acquarium or tank, so they are forced 
to study the growth of the flsh in the 
lake," said Prof. Kemmcrer 
today. 


"Yes, every lake, for after studying 
hundreds of lakes there are no two 
exactly alike and each has- its charac- 
teristics, just as a person has indivi- 
dual traits. 


"This requires that a large number 


of game fish be caught and it can be 
carried out either by hiring scientists 
to catch the fish or asking true fisher- 
men, with tho spirit of 'save the out- 
door's to cooperate and catch the fish 
and give up the data. 


"In addition to the correct weight 


and size of tho fish, which information 
will not 'be used against you,' we 
want a record of each fishing trip 
including the number and specials 
caught and length of time you spent 
catching them. 
This should include 


the number of undersized fish return- 
ed to the water. Do not take-scales 
from the fish you return- to the water 
because most of them will die from 
fungus growth if scales are removed. 


Prof. Kemmercr said the kits for 


fish records were not burdensome — 
that they could fit nicely 
into the 


tackle box. The mail repdrts will not 
even cost the fishermen postage, the 
envelopes being franked, he said.

A CHRISTIAN RULER 


Feng, Converted Chief, Gains 


Power; Army Sings Hymns 
Before Battles 


Peking—UP)—For the first time In 


Its many centuries of existence, China 
may, in the near future, be governed 
by a Christian. 


In the confused turmoil of civil war 


and Japanese invasion that now dis- 
turbs the lands of Confucius nothing 
is certain; but the present trend of 
events points to the strong possibll 
!ty of Feng Yu-hsiang, famous as the 
"Christian general," 
emerging 
as 


China's uncrowned king. 


Converted 
to Christianity in the 


days of the Boxer uprising—that out- 
break of wild spirits who sought to 
exterminate all Christians—Feng has 
been for years ono of the" most not 
able figures in China. 


He likens himself to Oliver Crom- 


well. Others call him "the Stonewall 
Jackson of Chiua." 
Almost 
alone 


among Chinese generals he keeps his 
army well disciplined and efficient. If 
Peking falls before the advancing N'a 
tionalist armies, with which Feng is 
allied, the probabilities are that Feng 
will assume power immediately there 
after. 


SEEK TO UMFY CHINA 


Feng is an interesting personality. 


An industrious, skillful soldier, he is 
nevertheless something of a pacifist. 
He has often advocated disarmament 
for China. And although he himself 
may be the leading figure in unifying 
China by the sword, he has repeat- 
edly declared that China can be uni- 
ted only «by peaceful methods. 


Feng began his career nearly 30 


years ago as a private soldier. In Pa- 
otingfu, a walled town 120 miles from 


•- Peking, he witnessed an attack on an 


American mission by a band of Box- 
ers. The bravery 
with 
which an 


American girl. Miss 
Mary Morrill. 


faced the hostile men, and the self' 
sacrifice wtih which she offered to die 
if they would spare her co-workers, 
impressed him so deeply that he be- 
came a Christian himself. 
He has 


continued to profess the faith ever 
since. More, he has made conveits of 
all of his soldiers; on the march the 
men in Feng's regiments can be heard 
chanting church hymns, and baptisms 
of whole companies and battalions are 
not unusual sights. 


For years Feng was provincial gov- 


ernor of Honan. When he took office 
he proceeded to apply Christian prin- 
ciples to his government. 
He closed 


all gambling dens and red light halls, 
took measures to relieve the condi- 
tion of the poor and passed drastic- 
regulations against profiteering. 


In addition he set to work to make 


his troops more efficient than the non- 
descript hordes that usually are call- 
ed "armies" in China. 


He established 
factories 
and put 


his soldiers to work making their own 
supplies. He disciplined them rigor- 
ously, made them spend their morn- 
ings in military drill and their after- 
noons in the factories, where they 
made clothing, furniture and other ar- 
ticles. 
He paid them well for their 


•work, with the result- that-he swiftly 
secured their firmest lojalty. 


Feng insists that the Chinese re- 


public, nominally in existence for 16 
years, be made an actual, working re- 
ality. He has urged the diffusion of 
education among the masses, so that 
they may be fit for citizenship in a 
Democracy, and has made an exten- 
sive study of America.! and European 
governments to familiarize 
himself 


with the machinery of government. 


It is his contention that the repub- 


lic cannot be established until peace 
is maintained throughout China, and 
if he assumes power he may be ex- 
pected to do his utmost to establish 
order. 


He also is aware of China's rich 


natural resources of iron, coal, oil 
and timber and has 
made tentative 


plans for their development, while he 
has often mentioned the possibility in 
central 
China's 
densely-populated 


farm lands by opening to settlement 
the fertile 
but 
sparsely-inhabited 


country In the northwest. 


SOLDIERS WORSHIP CHRIST 
Feng sees to it that his soldiers ob- 


serve the Sabbath. 
Every Sunday 


morning- the bvgles call the soldiers 
to worship—worship of Chriit. Feng 
himself always attends: a big; black 
Bible can always be seen on a table 
in his quarters. 


In some ways he has the ideas of a 


modern efficiency expert. When his 
soldiers arrest and exexcute a bandit, 
for'instance, they first strip the ban- 
dit of his clothes, which are sent to 
the store house. Then the execution is 
performed by one man with a pistol 
instead of a firing squad.

squads use too much ammunition."

THE DEATH OF HAYWOOD 


Living in Moscow for the last ten years 


under the sort of government he had 
preached all his life, Haywood, former 
"uncrowned king of the I. W. W.," 
^breathed a simple prayer . at the finish, 
"I wish I were back in Idaho." That ex- 
pression tells a big story, the story of 
mistaken ideas and ideals, of shipwrecked 
hopes." It is a confession that foce and 
violence never -make for the 
cherished 


Utopia. 


Organized labor was too slow for Hay- 


wood, even Socialism was not extreme 
enough. He built his conception of ev- 
erything on sullen force and on that 
alone. With him the ends to be gained 
justified the use of any sort of means. To 
put it in his own language: "Use any and 
all tactics that will get results. The tac- 
tics are determined solely by the power 
of the organization to make good in their 
use. 
The question of right and wrong 


does not concern us." After a lifetime 
marching under such a banner he says, 
"I wish I were back in Idaho." 


At sixty a man sees things with a clear- 


er vision than'at thirty,, the vision of ex- 


•" perience, of a knowledge of human na- 


• ture, of planning things that did 
not 


work, of assuming things to be true that 
proved untrue, of a determination that 


, murder would gain an end, only to com- 


mit the murder and find that no end was 
gained. 


After sixty years of tempestuous life 


based upon'the theory that "right and 
wrong does not concern us," Haywood 
finds that it was all a mistake, that right 
and wrong always do concern us, that 
force, mere, blind force may accomplish 
something for a day but not much longer. 
He knew before he died that his whole 
theory was wrong, his efforts a sad blun- 
der. He had accomplished nothing. Worse 
than that he had done great harm.

Haywood at nine years of age went to 


work in a mine. That statement covers 
another story, a story of a harsh, unsmil- 
ing, overburdened-youth which always 
tends to make a warped and unkind out- 
look on life. What sort of a man can be 
expected where there never was a boy, 
where the free, the joyous, happy days of 
nine to seventeen are crowded out en- 
tirely? Haywood is the answer. There is 
something to blame besides himself.

condition-of-society that permits a child 
of nine years to work in a mine is not en- 
tirely without responsibility. The mature 
man consists of many elements, some in- 
herited, most acquired. It is difficult to 
build a strong, healthy manhood ^ upon 
•weakened, cheated childhood. Much of 


t the venom, the bitterness Haywood dis- 


played during the years of his maturity 
may be attributed to the wrong, whoscver 
it was, that put a boy of nine years at 
work in a mine. Nine years, third grade 
at school, spindle legs, immature mind, 
and at work in a mine! 
No romping 


through the fields and down around the 
river; no climbing of trees, picking of 
flowers or playing with pets; not even a 
game of one-o'-cat. 


Haywood participated in many acts of 


violence including some bloody crimes. 
Instead of realizing that his life was the 
exception he probably looked upon it as 
the general rule. He learned too late that 
his theories were without value, that his 
mode of life could accomplish nothing.

WORLD BULL MOVEMENT 


The most remarkable feature of the un- 


precedented bull movement in American 
securities lately is its extent. It more than 
covers'this country: It is almost world- 
wide. 
Stock exchanges in Europe are 


booming almost as much as our own. Na- 
turally people ask why. Theodore^H. 
Price, American financial writer, finds" 
different explanations given in different 
countries. In New York it is attributed to 
"American prosperity." In London it is 
the "anticipated improvement, in British 
trade." In Paris it is "the enthusiasm-in- 
spired by the prospective stabilization of 
the currency." 
_ • 


Mr. Price logically suggests that for a 


phenomenon so uniyersal there must be a 
common cause. He thinks this cause is 
"the expansion of credit made possible by 
concentration of the "available gold sup- 
ply in the great central banks of the 
world." That concentration has enabled 
the various banking systems to issue 
much greater -volumes of currency and 
credit than usual, so people have the 
means of stock speculation. 


Doubtless that is an important factor. 


But it ..does not explain everything. 
People rfiight plunge in, other forms of 
investment or speculation. Or they might 
consume their money and credit in riot- 
ous living. Is it not possible that this' 
world-wide mania for investment in in- 
dustrial, commercial and financial secur- 
ities is an expression of a new optimism ? 
Nations, in the depths of pessimism since 
the war, are emerging into a period of 
hopefulness and cheer. 


And what is the hopeful spirit based 


on? Manifestly, on faith in peace at last. 
Looking forward to a long period of 
peaceful expansion, with comfort and in- 
crease of wealth, the nations are in a 
"bullish" mood. 
The available funds 


merely provide the means to express that 
mood.

are native to the language. 


In just that same way something 


over a quarter of a century ago a na- 
tive of Poland began writing novels 
in English and before many years 
had elapsed he was being recognized 
by the critics as the finest English 
novelist of his day, writing the lan- 
guage with a purity that many native- 
Englishmen could not approach 
and 


giving to the language a new tang 
that was the heritage of his Polish 
birth and upbringing. 
, 


The Polish novelist was of course 


Joseph Conrad. The American -who 
is making French the vehicle ot his 
novels is Julian Green, who during 
the past year or two has come to be 
recognized as a great new force in 
French 
fiction. 
' 


Julian Green is a Virginian by blood 


although he was actually born in 
Paris and was brought up there for 
the most part. The comparison with 
Conrad therefore is not exact. 
Con- 


rad was born in Poland 
and 
was 


reared 
there. He did not know a 


word of English until he was about 
nineteen. He had to gain his marve- 
lous command of the language after 
reaching maturity. Green learned to 
taTk French before he learned Eng- 
lish and so it probably is natural that 
he should choose to write in French. 


However, he went to America and 


attended the University 
of Virginia 


for a time. Then he returned .to 
France arid began his career as a 
novelist in the language that is for- 


does not bring the-American tradition 
to-* his novels 
in French. Nothing 


could very well be farther from 
the 


American spirit of optimism and push 
and getting'ahead than the novels of 
Julian Green. Through all of them 
runs a single theme: solitude and the 
terror it breeds. Imagine the typical 
American novelist expending his art 
on such a theme! Julian Green por- 
trays characters who are spiritually 
tortured, whose lives are intolerably 
cramped 
for one reason or another 


and who mill about in ther cages 
much in the manner of a rat in a 
trap. They almost invariably end in 
suicide or madness or some other form 
of complete frustration. 


Julian Green has much more affi- 


nity with an American of an older day 
who was also very un-American for 
his generation than he has with the 
typical American novelist of the pres- 
ent. His material often is remindful 
of Edgar Allen TPoe, who was also of 
Virginia and whose tales often treat- 
ed themes of terror that are not usu- 
ally associated 
with the American 


temperament. 


In this connection it is interesting 


to remember that Joseph Conrad came 
near writing in French 
instead of 


English. He halted between the two 
languages but finally decided on Eng- 
lish. What a loss it would have been 
for the English literature of this gen- 
eration if he had chosen French!

Beers continues,

such terms as he can get. This throws 
woman at once into the role of a 
merchant. 
She can make her own

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POPPY SALE MONEY 
MEANS MUCH TO WAR 
VETS INJOSPITALS 


L e g i o n Women, Through 


Sales, Will Provide Many 
Comforts for Disabled 


The 15, 20 or 25 cents that-Apple- 


s ton people will be asked to pay for 


poppy Saturday, May 26, is only a 
trifling: sum to them but to many ex- 
service men, who are confined in gov- 
ernment hospitals, tho money means 
buying, a, .hair .cut,, a package or two 
of cigarettes or some candy. 


Last year there were 
8,134,578 


poppies sold In the United 
States, 


over half of which were made by sol 
diers in hospitals. Plans for poppy 
day here have been completed and the 
poppies are ready to go on sale ac 
cording to members of the auxiliary to 
Oney .Johnston post of the American 
legion. Schopl children will be given 
a chance to buy their poppies Friday, 
one day before the sale starts on the 
streets. 


No poppies will be sold this year ex- 


cepting those made by disabled men 
in the hospitals. It has been found 
that the work of maKing poppies not 
only enables the men who are without 
compensation to raake a little money 
while in the hospitals, but that it also 
takes their minds off of their troubles 
and enables them to pass 
the time 


more satisfactorily. With this discov- 
ery the national department of the 
American legion adopted a resolutio 
making it mandatory that the aux 
h'ary' units use only popies prepare 
by these men. 


The money paid to the men for the 


work- last year totaled 560,000 and i 
addition the funds from the sale o 
the flowers were used to assist th 
disabled and their families. 


While there are a great many me 


In government hospitals who are re 
cemng compensation from the gov 
ernment and are thus very well care 
for there are a great many other 
who because they are not able to es 
tablish the fact that their disabilities 
resulted directly from the service re 
ceive 
no 
compensation whatever 


These men'spend the long days in the 
Tiispitals with nothing beyond 
the 


food and care given by the govern- 
ment institution. 


They have not a cent for a shave, 
a haircut, a cigarette, or a piece of 
candy. That is. they would not have, 
if it were not for th-5 fact that they 
can make some money by turning out 
the little poppies. Some of the men arc 
able to make up to $3 per day at this 
task during-the several months of the 
year until the quota is filled. Others 
•who are not so active of course make 
much smaller amounts. In addition to 
the help received from this employ- 
ment, the money derived from the sale 
of the flowers on the streets in every 
city of the land, is turned back direct- 
ly to the men, and their families. 


In "Wisconsin every man has re- 


ceived $1 per month during the past 
year from the service bureau of the 
American Legion. This sum while 
very small has proved a great help to 
some of the men. The hospital at- 
tendants declare that this little casl 
gift has practically eliminated pettj 
thievry in the hospitals. 
Some men 


"gust wait for the monthly dollar for 
their hair cut, or their package of 
cigarettes or what ever they may be 
able to set'with that sum. , 


The greater portion of the money 


Derived from the sale goes to relieve 
the suffering and needs of the families 
of. the disabled men. Each local unit 
has more relief work each year than 
It- can possibly finance, and so a very 
small portion of the actual cash re- 
ceived goes to the state department. 
Most of It is used to relieve the fam- 
ilies of disabled, or deceased veterans 
In the community in which it is rals- 
td.
